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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Soga et 
al. (2002/0171157, newly cited, hereinafter, Soga.) 

In regard to claim 1, in figs. 15 and 16, Soga discloses a method for packaging a 
semiconductor device, comprising the steps: 

forming an Au bump, or metal ball, 80 on a bond pad 84 of a wafer; 

dicing the wafer into chips, as shown in the diagram, fig. 15; 

attaching the bump of the chip to a substrate to form a flip-chip bond using a 
thermal pressure process. See paragraph [0116]. 

In regard to claim 2, the bump is connected to the substrate through an Ag layer 
and a Cu layer. See also [01 16]. 

In regard to claim 3, Soga further discloses the step of encapsulating the bond 
using a nonconductive epoxy, or resin, layer 81 after step c. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Soga as 
applied to claims 1-3 above, and further in view of Fukao et al. (US 2003/001 1078, 
newly cited, hereinafter, Fukao.) 

In regard to claim 4, Soga's fig. 15 shows a diagram of forming a package, but 
does not explicitly show the cutting into several packages. It should be noted that the 
step of singulate wafer into individual chip must be done during a process of forming 
chips on a wafer since in general a single chip cannot be formed alone. For example, 
Fukao, in diagram in fig. 28 shows the necessity of the sawing step as finish cutting in 
order to provide a sufficient way to pack the chip for shipping. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention was made to realize the necessity step as taught by Fukao in order 
to take the advantage as mentioned above.
